Ackcrmann points out that if 
Ihc Bond Issue docs not puss, a 
heavy burden will be placed on 
these ' local communities. Since 
the water standards must be mcl, 
towns which arc unable or un- 
willing to take care of" their sew- 
age problems' will .find that the 
Sanitary .Water Board has some 
very; effective methods for en- 
forcing water standards. 

Streams will' be monitored and 
if pollution is found, ' a city or 
industry cun- be called in for a 
hearing^ Then, if Ihc pollution 
is hot abated within a reasonable 
lime, heavy fines may be im- 
posed. Moreover, Ihc Board may

The most common mix-up over 
registration is due to change of 
address.

olds, Mr, /Powell isald. 

.. There were 84,244 male drivers 
20 years old in December, 1AG7, or 
1.48 per cent of 'the total driver 
population of 5^669,878, and 07,721 
female drivers, or 1.19 per cent 
of the total, for a combined total 
of 2:67 per cent. 

The I960 statistics gave r only 
percentages, and at that time the 
20-year-olds accounted for 2.014 
per eent^f all drivers, .placing 
them in 30th place, rather than 
first. . The 36-year-olds accounted 
for 2.484 per_cent of the total. : 

The figures for 1966 showed 19- 
year-bids in first place, with 2.81 
per cent' of the total- 
Secretary, Powell said the shift 
in the largest group of drivers by 
age reflects the "baby boom" in 
the years immediately following 
the end of World War II. 

For male drivers in 1907, those 
-19 years old made up the second 
largest. group, 83,408 6r 1.47 per 
cent; the third largest group was 
the l&year-olds, with 81,482 or 
1.44 per cent, and the fourth larg- 
est group was the 25-year-olds, 
with 79,207 or ; 1.40 per cent.

On' the other 
hand^Hlller : and "Mussolini -odvo- 
caled . and . accomplished the 
grantin g of the vote to 18-yco"r- 
olds. 

"(b) The fact that one may be 
old 1 enough to fight does not nec- 
essarily mean that he is old 
enough to. vote.. Physical matur- 
ity, is quie different from social 
maturity. 

(c) There is alreday too much 
social and political activity on 
college campuses, If political 



organizations move in with their 
activities, this will interfere fur- 
ther with the freedom and qual- 
ity of higher education. 

(d) In general, persons under 
21/ cannot legally enter into a 
valid contract nor serve on jur- 
ies, so why should they be en- 
titled to vote? -~ 

These and other pro. and con 
arguments will be discussed in 
the months- ahead, particularly 
in . respect to the message from 
the President of the United 
States, which the Congress ex- 
pect to receive shortly. 

It is argued . that the "gener- 
ation gap", might be narrowed by 
granting voting rights to our ar- 
ticulate though . "misunderstood" 
youth.' Furthermore, it is claim- 
ed that voting and other political 
activity by .the more than 10 
million persons between 18 and 
21 would improve their com- 
munications with our older citi- 
zens. However, it would be pure 
speculation to assume that voting 
by students will reduce campus 
demonstrations and violence or 
other^ youthful unrest. 

in order for 18-year •voting v lo 
become universal, the Congress, 
by" a-lwo-thlrds majority >of -both 
the House and Senate, first must 
authorize submission of ,a consti- 
tutional amendment. Thereafter, 
the proposal would be submitted 
to the state legislatures for rati- 
fication. Three-quarters of tho 
state legislatures, or a total of 
38, would have to act favorably 
on such , a constitutional- change 
In, order for the voting age to be 
reduced to 18 throughout the na< 
lion.

A team of Canadian scientists 
and cameramen aboard a squad- 
rigged brigantine will retrace 
the- historic voyage -of Charles 
Darwin to the remote Galapagos 
Islands on WTTW-Chonnel ll's 
NET JOURNAL— "Darwin" Mon- 
day, July 8 at 8 p.m. (repeated 
Wednesday, July 10, at .10:30 
p.m.)/ . 

^The original trip was begun 
in 1835 when Darwin, then a_ di- 
vinity student with a bent' lor 
scientific research, . traveled 
aboard the British ship Beagle, to 
the islands which ore located 
some BOO miles west of Ecuador 
In the Pacific Ocean. There lie 
found rare .species of flora and 
fauna that sparked his subse- 
quen^yolutjonary theories which 
were formuloled hThis book "The 
Origin -ot Species." •. 

'Undertaking -this same journey 
130 years later, the team of sci- 
entists found many of the flora 
and fauna first observed by Dar- 
win — land tortoises, Darwin 
finches, the world's only sea-go- 
ing lizard, flightless cormor- 
ant, penguins, a unique fork-tail- 
ed gull, cactus and sunflower 
trees, and inhospitable and moon-' 
like volcanic- landscapes. To 
Darwin they had been a '"living 
laboratory of evolution," sights 
unprecedented and inspiring. 
The documentary records some 
or these same sights, . unaltered 
after more than a century, and 
utilizes .still photographs of Dar- 
win and scenes of his times as 
background lo ihe actual voyage.

With the credit card movement 
still gaining momentum, the 
American traveler soon may be 
entering a "cashless society.'* 

However, the Chicago Motor 
Club-AAA cautions travelers to 
treat their credit cards as though 
they were cash. ". 

True, credit cards are person- 
alized, namcbearlug things. Sig- 
natures of holders arc invariably 
required al point of* purchase and 
the cards arc "safer than cash." 
But there arc some added dan- 
gers, too, the CMC, notes. 

If cash is lost to a burglar, 
pickpocket, locker room thief or 
holdup man, or merely lost or 
misplaced, just the amount of 
cash ill the wallet is gone. 

If the credit card is lost, how- 
ever, the thief has an "open end" 
opportunity to run up a major 
tab. - 

For safe, handling of your 
credit cards, here arc a few sug- 
gestions from the CMC: 

—Regard credit cards as cash. 
Don't carry them loose in your 
pocket, or leave them lying 
around your hotel room. 

—Each lime you use one, make 
sure you gel it back. 

—Save your receipts and check 
your monthly statements. Even 
in these days of punch cards 
and "infallible" machines, mis- 
takes occur, ^' 

—If your card is lost, . immedi- 
ately notify the issuer— giving 
your name, address where you 
are billed,' account or credit card 
number and telephone number. 
A telegram has been construed to 
constitute proper written notice. 
After sucli notice, most issuers 
will assume liability for subse- 
quent purchases on the card. 

—Don't throw away old or un- 
solicited cards without first cut- 
ting them into small pieces. 

—Never loan credit cards. 

Would you loan your checkbook? 

—Keep a credit card record 

list. in. a safe place' apart from 

cards.

The department announced the 
singlo order for these areas on 
completing its count of tho vote on 
a referendum. which showed dairy 
farmers approve the issuance of 
the Chicago regional order by a 
vote of 12,585 to 2,544.
